death of Midshipman James R. Brunch. 
Jr., of New York, a member of the 
class abov e him, as a result of a pre­ 
arranged fisf fig! t which took place 
on the ev ening of Sunday, Nov . 5 last. 
An operation wiu- performed on Mid­ 
shipman Branch the next night, but 
he di(Hl on 
the following 
Tuesday 
morning. 
C adets H av e an C o w ritten Law . 
The sad incident of the death 
of 
young Branch 
under such 
circum­ 
stances iins been widely noticed, and 
has called attention to the existence 
at the nav al academy of an unw rit­ 
ten code gov erning the student body, 
but q uite outside the authoritativ e reg­ 
ulations and generally in v iolation of 
them. 
Under the “code” ev ery detail 
of thete fights is fixed, the midship­ 
men on duty abstaining from reporting 
them and excusing 
from 
formation 
those connected with them. These facts 
were v ery clearly brought out both by 
the judge adv ocate and in the cross- 
examination. 
M eriw ether W as “ To o R atty ." 
Interesting side-lights as to hazing, 
or “running” as It Ls called at the 
academy, dev eloped 
from the testi­ 
mony of one of the midshipmen. Meri­ 
wether had been generally disliked, he 
said, because he was too “ratty;” that 
is, it w as explained, that he did not 
abide by the rules laid down for the 
gov ernment of the lower 
classmen. 
Some of these were that he should 
nev er enter “lov er’s lane,” an academy 
walk: that he should turn all comers 
at right angles, should not look at an 
upper class man, and should answer 
most respectfully when addressed by 
one of them ; that he must nev er touch 
the table nor ask for anything daring 
a meal, and under no circumstances 
“fuss”—that is, be in the society of 
young women. 
W o uld No t O bey th e R u les. 
These rules and many others are 
contained in that part of the “code” 
relating to the gov ernment of under 
classmen. Branch had been one of the 
midshipmen who, according to the tes­ 
timony. determined to “make life not 
worth liv ing” for Meriwether because 
he would not abide by these rules, und 
from that the enmity arose.

Dr, Egan Denounces Practice of Col­ 
lecting Pencils in School, 
Dr. Egan, secretary of the state 
board of health, says that the p romls- 
ouous use of slate and lead p encils in 
the p ublic schools is resp onsible for 
much disease and is laden with great 
p ossibilities for the sp read of contag­ 
ion of all kinds. Dr. Egan remarked 
also that it had been rep orted to him 
that in many of the schools of this 
city this dirty and dangerous p ractice 
Is p ermitted by the teachers. 
“In the interest of economy many 
teachers gather up the lead and slate 
p encils from the children at the end 
of the day’s work and the next morn­ 
ing distribute them. In this way the 
ohlldren get p ossession of each other’s 
p encils. 
"Now you know,” remarked Dr. 
Egan, “ that children will p ut p enolls 
in their mouths. In the lower grades 
of the schools of this state you will 
find that at least 90 p er cent of the 
little ones have this habit. It does not 
require much thought on the p art of 
anyone to see the danger of this p rac­ 
tice. Sup p ose there is one child in a 
room who is ap p roaching dip htheria. 
Its p encil has been in its mouth 
Day after day it p asses from one child 
to another, and each one p uts that 
p encil Into its mouth. 
What an ele­ 
gant chance for the germ to get in its 
work. The p romiscuous use of p encils 
in the schools is one of tbe most com­ 
mon and most fruitful sources of con­ 
tagion and ep idemic.
